With the incoming of this month thero 
is some respite to the firmer from the 
severer toil in the heat of summer. Net 
that there is often on a well ordered and 
voll. regulated farm much time when 
abundant work cannot be found reay to 
the hand, but it is less urgent; and when 
nn opportunity offers now for recreation 
and rest, there is no reason why it should 
not be availed of. 

Tiowina For Wreat.—As soon as 

possible this work ought to be done, and 
the more thoroughly the soil is pulver- 
ized the better wil bo its yield. Deep 
Mowing isn great protection against 
winter killing by promoting the discharge 
of surplus moisture, but shallow cultiva- 
tion docs more to destroy the weeds. 
Manure for whent and rye ought not 
to be plowed ander tao deep. 

Sowrna RVE. Some of the best far- 
mers of this State endeavor to get this 
erop in the latter part of this month 
whitst others prefer to wait until the be- 
ginning or middle of next. The condi- 
tions of success are, however, the same, 
and wo will briefly allude to them. Rye 
liked g soil rather sandy in its nature, 
but it is idle to espect much of a return 
from any land not in good heart; and 
this N a crop which will repay you for 
any extra cara in the preparation of the 
soil, or for any extra portion of manure 
you may apply. Ten to twelve good 
loads of stable man ire, or 200 or 800 Ibs, 
of a reliable superphosphate, or 200 or 
ths, of bono dust 50 ths, Peruvian guano 
and 1 byshel of salt, will be found an 
application which will pay in the returns 
received. The old plan of putting rye on 
the poorest land on the farm can scarcely 
be longer thought the highest wisdom. 

Ifthe ryeis boo rank either fall or 
spring it can be grazed, without any dain- 
age, by sheep or calves. If pessible sced 
with the drill, to insure against winter 
killing. About five pecks of sced to the 
acre is sufficient.

Manure as heavily as you 
can, and harrow and roll, and harrow 
again, until the finest possible tilth ia ob- 
tained Of manures, nothing perhaps 
is better than baru - yard manure, if to be 
provided in sufficient abundance. Ashes 
and salt and bone are also excellent ap 
plications for the purpose in view.— 
One peck of seed to the nere would be a 
proper avernge for most soils. Cure 
should be used to distribute the seed 
evenly on the land. This is best done hy 
dividing it and sowing it in two portions 
in directions neross cach other. Some 
cover the seed with brush harrow, but 
the smoothing harrow will be found well 
adapted to this purpose. 

/ LATE: POTATOES ought to be kept 
clean, and the soil light. At tho last 
working, ifa mixture of salt and plaster 
(one bushel of each to the acre,) is sown 
over them it will pay for the trouble. 

ROOT CROPE.—Sugar Peets, Mangels 
and Ruta Bagas, ought to be frequently 

worked and thoroughly thinned out. A 
large decrease of the crop will follow 
from not keeping the weeds down ange 
the carth mellow. This is true also of 
Varrots and Parsnips. 

FENCES, —Ezamine their condition 
and have any needed attent’on given 
them, that there may be no trespas-ing 
vtock. 

DRAINING AND DITCHING.—The 
present month is u good time for attend- 
ing to this very important work. 

MAKING MANURE AND COM- 
POSTS. The hot eun aids very much in 
the fermentation of the manure piles and 
compost heaps, and this mukes the pres 
ent a good senson for increasing their 
bulk by the collection of the odds und 
ends of the farm, such ns weeds, road 
scrapings, old sods, tho wasto from the 
house, Ke. We repeat our previoys rec- 
pmmendation to ylways mako the active 
ingredient of your compost heaps good 
manyre, 94 this will impart activity to all 
the other ingredients. 

TOP-DREBSING GRASS LANDS 
AND RABTURES,—WNow is a good time 
to put on a dressing of well-rotted com- 
post or barn-yard manure, or fine bone 
ashes and salt, harrowing either in. Itis 
well at tho sume time to sow timothy, or- 
chard, req top and clover seed. The ad- 
vantage tobe gained by this treatment 
will noon and long be manifest.

Petersburg, Va., complains of “a car- 
nival of crime.“ 


Col. Jacob Baylor, uncle of Speaker 
Hanger and Captain J. B, Watts, one of 
the oldest members of the Staunton, Va., 
bar, died Wednesday. Col. Baylor was be- 
fore the war, a leading Democratic poli- 
tician, and received numerous marks of 
esteem from his fellew-citizens, 


Robberies are becoming alarmingly 
frequent in Wilmington, North Carolina, 
and are daring in the extreme. On Wed- 
nesday night the store of Mr. A. M. Al- 
derman, on the corner of Mulberry and 
Front streets, was entered by a window 
being prized öpen with a crowbar, a cart 
backed ap to the side-walk, and goods to 
the value of $350 carried off. 


As Mrs. Jucob Zilor, of Paw Paw, was 
making the bed of a boarder at her house 
one day last week, a loaded pistol, lett 
under the pillow, was d to the 
floor and discharged, the ball entering 
the fleshy parıof ber leg, inflicting a 
painful wound. 


The Memphis (Tenn.) Appeal of the 
19th says: Ab.ut thirty Bene but 
proprietors of meat stores in different 
ee: of the city, were arrested yesterday 

the police. It is against the city 
charter for meat to be sold in less quan- 
titics than a quarter outside the markets. 
Twenty-five dollars furfeit was required of 
each person. The butchers will doubtless 
appeal to a higher court. 


Barney Aaron bas challenged Sam Col- 
lyer to fight him at catch weight for $1,- 
000 or $2,000 a sid-, within three months 
after signing articles, and within 500 
miles of New York. Sam Collyer this 
week is at the Metropolitan, Washing- 
ton. Since his fight with Edwards he 
has frequently in this city declared his 
resolve never to enter the ring again.

He tarned plae, suddenly thre his arms 
above his head and said; „ um hurt,” 
fell backward d the grotind, bieathed 
heavily sewefal times and expired. 


The Statesville (N. C.) American says: 
In April 1873, the water rose to an Un- 
common heignt in the Yedkin river, and 
covered what is called the second bottom 
about eight miles below Wilkesbo o', 
where the land has been long cultivated, 
and not flooded before.
